Tour letter of May 28, 1957, and the enclosed copies 
of the Fourth Annual Report of the Advisory Committee on 
Foreign Language Publications have been noted and discussed 
with interest in the Department. The importance of the 
procurement of foreign publications by the Foreign Service 
on behalf of the Department and other agencies of the U. S. 
Government is, of course, well recognized. I know that the 
success of the U. S. intelligence program depends in large 
measure upon the expeditious procurement of foreign publications 
and the continued exploitation of available sources of material 
published abroad. 

The responsible officials of the Department share my views 
and, as you know, have been alert to effect all possible 
improvements in the publications procurement program within 
budgetary limitations. The task has become additionally 
troublesome because of the restrictions imposed, upon us behind 
the Iron Curtain and the difficulty of conducting this type of 
operation in many other areas of the world in which there 
prevail internal conditions of strife, I am informed that State 
Department officials are in daily touch with representatives of 
the CIA and that jointly they have been exploring and 
developing ways and means of overcoming these problems. 

The Department’s budgetary planning regularly takes into 
consideration the need to cope with tie larger quantities of 
published materials which are becoming available from rapidly 
developing printing facilities in all parts of the world. As 
you are aware, there are now seven full-time Procurement Officers
